‘Both Ufwe and Senghor have rul- 
ed their countries for 11 years 
since independence, and have do- 
minated them for neeriy a querter- 
century. Both men have been reluc- 
tant to see their charisma fade. 
Both are turning away from the 
tedium of domestic political irrita- 
tions and seeking international fame. 

Senghor, who said in 1969 that 
he would seek a “poetic and acade- 
mic” retirement in 1977, has now 
said privately that he plans to stay 
on until 1983 — by which time he 
will be ΤΊ. In 1989, he noted that 
“my old friends Bourguiba and (Ma- 
lagasy President) Filbert Tsiranana 
have worn themselves out in the 
job, but I shall graduvelly withdraw 
from affairs.”

Senghor was able to offer Ufwe 
cautious support for his ‘South Af- 
rican initiative.

AVRAHAM Levi, 36, who founded 
=4 the Bazak-Israei Guidebook Pub- 
lishers Ltd. in 2966, last year sold 
60,000 copies of the 1971 edition 
of the Bazak Israel Guide in Eng- 
Ush, Hebrew, French and German. 
Rarper and Row of New York are 
selling the Bazak guides to Israel 
and Rumania and plan to handle 
a similar volume in Spain and poe- 
aibly East Africa, Bazak is now 
working on guides to Yugoslavia end 
Greece. 

Mr. Levi's first venture in the 
tourist field, backin 1063, was “This 
Week in Israel” which hes grown 
from 30,000 copies a year, of 18 
pages each, toone anda half million 
80-page copies of “This Week" in 
Wi, 

Starting off in a tiny office on 
Derech Petah Tikva here, the enter- 
prise now o¢cuples an entire bulld- 
ing in Kiryst Hamelacha — the 
Tel Aviv ight industrial estate bor- 
dering on Jaffa, housing a printing 
plang and all the departments of 
a publishing company and employ- 
ing 40 peraons. 

Mr. Levi has helped set standards 
for Israeli restaurants by means of 
the Bazak Restaurant Guide, an in- 
tegral element of the Guide Book 
for the past seven years.

It simply rains forks in the Res- 
taurant Guide for 1972-3, This res- 
taurant-goer does not see how Mr. 
Litvinsky would have deciied to 

the top place of Israel's res- 
taurants fourfold in one year. Sure- 
ly miracles don’t happen, even in 
this country. For years Emile Gat- 
Jan has maintained Als Casba et the 
pinnacle of our restaurants; all 
Bozak tasters until now have ac- 
claimed Casha as the only “four 
fork” establishment in Israel. In Mr. 
Litvinsky’s ratings,‘ there are three 
others— the Pe'er in Jerusalem and 
Gele! Gondola and Restaurant at the 
Top in Tel Aviv. Personally, I 
think the choice of the Pe'er is in- 
Ce μον any he vated the 

. Litv: gays he 

100 restaurants figuring in the 
Guide during three and a half months 
and notes that there is only — to 
his mind — one high-class kasher 
restaurant “in the grand style,” 
which is the Pe'er. Generally speak- 
ing he finds this country lacking 
in places to eat good East European 
food, with such exceptional 
examples as Lipski in Jaffa (two 
forks) and the Dan in Tel Aviv 
{one fork). How Mr, Litvinsky could 
possibly give ‘Mein Mames Essen” 
in Tel Aviv two forks is beyond 
my understanding, especially as its 
prices are outrageous {11.110 for 2) 
compared to Casba'’s IL95 for a 
couple. That he gave Jerusalem's 


“Mandarin” three forks is quite jus- 
tiftable, but that he gives The ΟἹ- 
tadel restaurant, also in Jerusalem, 
two forks is difficult to explain. 

I was very giad to see that he 
gave "Versailles," the Tel Aviv (Re- 
Sov Ben Yehuda) restaurant, three 
forks. Jacques Benat who brought 
his family and his Paris restau- 
rant (in Place Victor Hugo in the 
Passy Quarter} to Tel Aviv, deserves 
the award. 

As for the choice of Ttalian-style 
restaurants, Mr. Litvinsky must have 
been in an extremely forgiving 
mood when awarding three forks 
to “La Barchetta” in Tel Aviv, with 
two forks going to Alla Gondola in 
Jerusalem, His decision to give the 
new Me and Me Ttallan restaurant in 
Jaffa three forks is also bard to 
swallow, particularly when he gives 
only two forks to Casa Mia, the 
nicest ‘Italian trattoria in Tel Aviv. 

Why Mr. Litvinsky should award 
two forks to the El Mar, the Tel 
Aviv fish place, is again quite 
incomprehensible, especially in 
view of the prices (1100 for 2). 
Δ also protest at the award of 
even one fork to Lucullus (in Tel 
Aviv’s Kikar Malchei Israel) where 
‘the food was uneatable the lest time 
we were there.

Supreme Court denies application 
for Israeli ‘le’om’ classification 


The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered on 
September 22, 1970 (in C.C. 907/70).

The legal 
coup ἀξ grace to the company, 
which last year had a total turn- 
over of IL380m. and piled up 
debts of some IL60m., was un- 
dramatic. 

The petition to wind up the 
company was first lodged last De- 
cember 6, by the Pecker Steel Com- 


pany of Tel Aviv, one of the credi- 
tors. They agreed to hold it in 
abeyance pending an attempt to 
reach settlement cetween the pro- 
visional lUquidetor and most of the 
creditors, who opposed liquidation 
at thet stage, since ft could not 
be established then that this was 
in their best interest.

Why did Alonim, a kibbutz afi- 
liated to Ahdut Ha’avoda (the party 
which controlled the Transport Min- 
istry at the time) get 9.100,000 
as a donation from Autocars? This 
question was put to Mr. Shmuel 
(“Mula”) Cohen, representative of 
the kibbutz, who testified before 
the Knesset Economic Committee 
in Jerusalem yesterday. 

Mr, Cohen described what hap- 
pened as follows: The kibbutz de- 
eided to build a memorial garnien 
in honour of members who fell in 
the Six Day War. The cost, in- 
cluding 2 monument and swimming- 
. Came to IL600,000. The kib- 
butz could not cover ali this sum, 
“go we went to Mr. Sapir. He sent 
us to Mr. Amit (head of Koor 
Industries), who sent us to Auto- 
cars" (Koor was a shareholder in 
Autocars}. Smal sums were also 
contributed by the Sports Authority 
{150,000} and the local District 
Counell (110,000). 

Mr. Cohen declared firmly that 
Autocars’ contribution totalled 
T100,000 and not ἃ penny more.

OWNERSHIP UNCLEAR 

The ownership of Autocars is not 
entirely clear to this day: Mr. 
Shubinsky once asserted that his 
own share was 19.5 per cent, lke 
that of the British Leyland Motor 
Corporation, and the chairman of 
BLMC's board, Lord Stokes, held 
the remaining one per cent. But 
there are also other versions, say- 
ing that Mr. Shublasky’s share is 
much larger than 49.5 per cent.
